Ixrndon, July 29.—-Continuing their 
pressure on the Germans In retreat 
from the Marne, the Franco-Americun 
troops have reached and crossed the 
Ourcq river and penetrated the town 
of Fere-en-Tardenots. one of the great 
German supply bases for the enemy 
troops 
Inside 
the 
Soissons-Rheimg 
salient. 
Meantime, on the center of the Al­ 
lied right wing southwest of Rheims, 
violent attacks by the French have 
forced the enemy to give more ground 
and enabled the French to capture 
several towns of strategic value and to 
draw' their front appreciably nearer 
the high road which runs northeast­ 
ward from Dormans to Ilheims. 
Germ an* Fight Desperately. 
On the extrem e wings of the grad­ 
ually decreasing 
pocket—near Sois- 
sons and Kheims—the enemy, heavily 
reinforced, is holding tenaciously to 
his ground, realizing that successes 
there would result in a gen *ral crumb 
ling of his plana of defence against 
the locking up of his entire arm ies in­ 
side the big bag. 
In addition to the large num ber of 
troops for reinforcement 
that 
have 
been thrown in these two sectors, the 
German long range guns from th<* re­ 
gion north of Solstoas and north and 
northeast of Kheims are keeping both 
wings of the salient under a heavy en 
finding fire. 
Under the battering tactics of the 
Americans and Frenchmen, the G er­ 
man line on the south has now been 
driven back more than 12 m i l e s from 
the point south of Uhateau Thierry 
where the Allied troops locked the 
door to Paris against the enemy July 
18. and them selves became the aggres­ 
sor« in what has turned out to be tine 
of the greatest battles of the war. 
Use Cavalry, T a n k * and Airplanes. 
The crossing of the Ourcq. even if 
only by advanced elements of the A1 
lied forces, presages a general cross­ 
ing later on. 
The French official com­ 
munications thus far during the bat­ 
tle have been remarkably conserva­ 
tive in their estim ates of the gains 
that daily have been made, and it is 
indicated in unofficial dispatches that 
Allied troops are considerably in ad­ 
vance of the line as announced of­ 
ficially. 
Where the Germans are in retreat 
from the south the cavalry has been 
brought into the fighting and num erous 
tanks and machine guns in profusion 
are everywhere harrying the enemy, 
whose losses are heavy. 
Meantime airplanes are flying over 
the retreating hordes dropping bombs, 
while the big AJlied guns from the 
sides of the salient are keeping up 
the^r intensive firing from all angles 
into the densely congested area.
